HISTORICAL SOCIETY HONORS 
FIRST BETHEL RAIL SERVICE 


The monthly meeting of . the 
Bethel Historical Society held on 
Thursday evening, March 4, in the 
meeting room of the Moses Mason 
House featured the commemora- 
tion of the first regular service to 
Bethel, March 10, 1851, exactly 
125 years ago. Speaker for the ev- 
ent was John Davis, international- 
ly noted Grand Trunk Railway 
historian and photographer, Mr. 
Davis, a former resident of Locke 
Milis and retired from the U. S. 
Navy, sketched the development 
of the railroad in Bethel from its 
beginnings as a dream of Anday- 
er’s John A. Poor tg the formation 
of the Atlantic and St. Lawrence 
Railway which in turn was ab- 
sorbed by the Grand Trunk in 
1854 and much Jater in 1923 by 
the Canadian National. Mr. Davis 
stressed how important railway 
service has been to Bethel and 
how it meant decline to certain 
towns not included on the rail- 
way’s route, At the height of the 
railway's importance, Bethel was 
a significant connection for freight 
traveling between Portland and 
major centers in the Canadian 
provinces of Quebee and Ontario, 
But after World War Il with the 
rise of Halifax and the decline of 
Portland as the central port for 
much of the Canadian trade, Beth 
el’'s railway service began to de- 
cline markedly, The last steam en 
gine appeared in Bethel on a reg: 
ular basis in 1956. In 1968 railway 
business in Bethel had diminished 
to the point where the presence of 
a full time agent was no longer 
justified. ‘The station was closed 
that year and in Dec. 1968, the 
station was razed, bringing the end 
to an era. 

Following: Mr. Davis’ presenta: 
tion, the Society by popular de 
mand showed the film, “Gunsmith 
of Williamsburg”, which was part 
of the film series of Herilage Day. 
The art of the gunsmith repre- 
sents in many ways a unique com: 
bination of skills; blacksmith, en- 
traver, woodworker. The film 
eartfully detailed the production 
of an 18th century rifle from its 
beginnings at the forge to actual 
testing: by the gunsmith.

The big news in the Maine 
Legislature during the past week 
was the action by House and Sen- 
ate to override the Governor's 
veto of the Compromise Education 
Funding Bill. The votes came on 
March 4 after Gov. Longley ad- 
vised the legislators of his veto. 
The vote in the House was dra- 
matic, Jt was necessary to secure 
the votes of % of those present 
to override and at first tally one 
vote was lacking, so Rep, Devane 
of Ellsworth switched his vote and 
the overrlde was accomplished, 
Rep. Saunders yoted to. override, 
despite receiving some Individual 
persuasion by the Governor at a 
Civic Center reception the pre- 
vious evening. She was convinced 
that despite the drawbacks in the 
bill, turning it down at this point 
would create tmmediate chaos, and 
would increase the monetary prob- 
Jems facing the state by continu- 
ing the 1452 funding levels. Em- 
ily received some constituent op- 
fnions during the week end prior 
to the veto vote, and felt that 
most of those contacting her were 
in favor of the switch in tax bur- 
den from property to income tax. 

Money will continue to be the 
issue in the weeks ahead for the 
legislators, Hearings are being 
held this week on the University 
of Maine budget. Emily has re- 
ecived a lot of mail from District 
63 residents attending branches 
of the University, particularly 
Portland-Gorham, expressing con- 
cern. over the fate of courses 
and programs, She has answered 
many of the letters individually, 
and wishes to express to all those 
writing the fact that she is con- 
cerned and appreciates their con- 
tacting her, 

The House gave all but final ap- 
proval to the “Item Veto" bill 
which would allow the Governor to 
veto particular appropriations in 


A package bill without vetoing the 
whole measure, The legislature 
could then attempt to override the 
veto, with the percentage necded’ 
(@ or a simple majority) one 
point still under consideration. 
This concept is regarded as am 
important.step in governmental re- 
form but ‘hag run into opposition 
from some of its former support~ 
ers because of the conflicts with 
the present Governor, Emily voted 
for the bill because of {ts reforny 
qualities, She ig conyinced that 
whatever else the 107th Legisla- 
ture is remembered for, its tre- 
méncéous accomplishments ire 
governmental reform are probab- 
ly most worthy of note, Other re- 
form measures have been the ab- 
olition of the Executive Council, 
and the establishment +f single 
member districts, passed during: 
the regular session, 

The Republican controlled Sen~ 
ate finally killed a measure whick, 
would have barred telephone com~ 
panies from charging ctistomers 
for directory assistance calls, The 
House gave all but final approv-~ 
al to the bill last week, but the 
Senate voted it down. The defeat 
of the measure will allow the 
phone companies to request per 
mission from the Public Utilities: 
Commission to institute the 
charge. Emily is a member of the: 
legislative committee which held” 
hearings on the bill and was one 
of the representatives issuing « 
minority report in favor of the 
bill, and later voted for it in the 

ouse.
